P. Miller and several others as wit­ 
nesses and the fir-t 
question 
that 
came up was Mayor Bebout’s right 
to hear the case, since he was hold 
to he a material witness. 


A fter 
considerable 
argument,

appoint a special judge only when

The new law providing for indus­ 
trial arbitration and conciliation jus* 
enacted in this state provides 
new 
machinery for the settling of uillicul- 
ties arising between employer^ and 
employees. 
The late embodies some 
new features which have 
not 
been 
generally used in such laws. 
In the first place, it applies to em­ 
ployments where more than fifty em­ 
ployes are engaged. 
If a strike is 
threatened in such industry 
which 
threatens to interrupt the business, 
either party may apply to the gov­ 
ernor for the appointment of a board 
of mediation and eoneilation. 
If in 
his judgment the public interest de­ 
mands it, the governor may appoint 
sued a board whose duty it is immed­ 
iately to get in touch with the* em­ 
ployees and employers and try to 
bring about adjustment. 
The second step in the process is. 
ii the board fails to secure an adjust­ 
ment, to provide for a board of arbi­ 
tration to be appointed by the gov­ 
ernor for the purpose of settling the 
difficulties. 
If the parties agree to 
have a board of 
arbitration, 
they 
must sign an agreement that they will 
agree to resume work 
or 
continue 
work pending settlement. 
Any 
one 
applying to the governor for a board 
of mediation must also agree to re­ 
sume work or continue work pending 
the action of the board. 
The agreement to arbitrate, if de­ 
termined upon must set forth speci­ 
fically the questions to be arbitrated, 
fix the time when the hearings shall 
begin and the period to be covered by 
the hearing- and the time of filing the 
award and also the 
period 
during 
which the award shall continue in 
force; lastly, the parties must agree 
that they will faithfully execute the 
award. 
They may also provide for 
the arbitration by the same hoard of 
any difference com erning the mean­ 
ing or the application of the award. 
Both the board of mediation and the 
board ol 
arbitration 
have 
power 
when appointed to make investiga­ 
tions, compel production of 
books 
and papers and giiing of test money 
hen their findings, are < dmpleted a 
copy i.> served upon each of the par­ 
ties to 
the 
arbitration 
and 
the 
matters contained are made public. 
If the board of mediation in the 
first instance is unable to bring about 
mediation and conciliation or iy un­ 
able to induce the parties to arbitrate 
their differences, it becomes the dutv 
of the board to make a thorough in­ 
vestigation of the causes and cir­ 
cumstances ot the controversy and 
make their findings public. 
1 he law thus provides for many al­ 
ternative methods <d bringing about 
peace between employers 
and 
em­ 
ployees. 
First, either party applies 
to the governor or the governor inav 
act upon his own motion when the 
conditions warrant it; 
second, 
the 


board of mediation attempts to s e ­ 
cure mutual settlement; third, fail­ 
ing to make settlement, the board at 
tempts to secure arbitration; fourth, 
tailing in that, the board i> required 
to make an investigation and report 
their findings. 
With this machinery 
it is possible for the public to learn 
the causes of a strike and to fix the 
blame. Public opinion must of course 
be relied upon to enforce the rulings, 
if lmth parties agree to abide by the 
rulings as they must in ease of arbi­ 
tration, public opinion would compel 
tin m to carry out their agreement. 
The law is not compulsory arbitra­ 
tion. 
It provides for voluntary arbi­ 
tration or eonpulsory 
investigation. 
It creates no permanent state m a ­ 
chinery. 
There are no offices to be 
fill* d and no appointments to be made 
except when 
a controversy 
arises. 
A board of mediation or a board of 
arbitration serves only during the 
time o f a single 
la b o r 
dispute. 
A 
board can thus be selected with p a r ­ 
ticular reference to a pariteular labor 
dispute. 
This makes it possible to 
-eeurtl a board better fitted to settle 
individual eases.

the Dardanelles straits and was op­ 
erating in the Baltic Sea. 
The statement indicated that the 
Bouvet was sunk in the straits. The 
allied fleet opened a heavy fire upon 
the fort, swinging in at close range 
and hurling shells at intervals of 
less than a minute.

The new law providing 1'or indus- 


trial arbitration and conciliation just 
enacted in lltis state provides 
new 


machinery fur the settling uf dillicul- 
ties arising Ijetween employers and 
employees. 
The law embodies some 


new features, which have nut 
been 


generally used in such laws. 


In the first place, it applies to em- 


ployments where mure than lifly em- 
ployes are engaged. 
If a' strike is 


threatened iu such industry 
which 


threatens to interrupt the busine.-s, 
either party may apply to the gov- 
ernor for tii« appointment of a board 
of mediation and compilation. If in 
his judgment the public interest de- 
mands it, the governor may appoint 
such a board whose duly it is immed- 
iately to get in touch with the em- 
ployees and employers and try to 
bring about adjustment. 


The second step in the process is. 


if tlie board fails to secure an a d j u s t - 
ment, to provide for a board of arbi- 
tration lo be appointed by the gov- 
ernor for the purpose- of settling the 
difficult ie-s. 
If the parties jjgrce t<> 


have a board of 
arbitration, they 


must, sign an agreement that they will 
agree to resume work 
or 
continue 


work pending settlement. 
Any 
one 


applying to the governor fur a board 
of mediation must also agree to re- 
sume work or continue work pending 
the actiun of the board. 


The agreement to arbitrate, if de- 


termined npun must set .forth speci- 
fically the questions to be arbitraleil. 
fix the time when the hearings shall 
begin ami the period to be. covered by 
the hearings and the time of filing tile- 
award and also the period during 
which the award shall continue in 
force; lastly, the parties must agree 
that they will faithfully execute' the 
award. 
They may also 'provide for 


the arbitration by the same board of 
any difference concerning the mean- 
ing or the application of the award. 
Both the board of mediation ami the 
board of 
arbitration 
have 
power 


when appointed to make investiga- 
tions, compel production of 
books 


and papers and giving of test money 
When their findings are completed a 
copy is. served upon each of I he par- 
ties to 
the 
arbitration 
and 
Hie 


mailers eonlained are made public. 


.If the board of mediation iu the 


first instance is unable lo bring about 
uiedialion and conciliation or is, un- 
able to induce the parties to arbitrate 
their differences, il becomes, the duly 
of Hie board lo make a thorough in- 
vestigation of the causes and e-ir- 
cunistances of tin; controversy ami 
make their lindings public. 


The law thus provides for many al- 


ternative methods of bringing about 
peace between employers ami 
em- 


ployees. First, either party applies 
to the governor or the governor .may 
act upon his own motion when-the 
conditions warrant it; second, the 


board of mediation attempts lo se- 
cure mutual settlement; third, fail- 
ing to make settlement, the board at 
tempts to secure arbitration; fourth, 
failing in that, the board is required 
to make an investigation and report 
their findings. 
With this machinery 


i! is possible for the public to leani 
the causes of a. strike and to fix the 
blame. Public opinion must of course- 
be relied upon to enforce the rulings. 
If both parties agree to abide by the 
rulings as they must in case of arbi- 
tration, public opinion would compel 
them to carry out their agreement. 


The law is not compulsory arbitra- 


tion. 
It provides for voluntary arbi- 


tration or conpiuVory investigation. 
II creates no permanent state ma- 
chinery. 
There are no offices to be 


filled and no appointments to be made 
except when 
a controversy 
arises. 


A board of mediation or a board of 
arbitration serve's only (hiring the

19.—The French battleship Bouvet 
bombarding the Dardanelles 
forts 


has been sunk by tbe Turkish forts, 
the war office officially announced 
here today. 


Turkish warships, the war office 


also announced, 
have 
bombarded 


the Russian torpedo base west of 
Theodosia in • Crumeu, setting fire to 
many buildings and damaging Rus- 
sian warcraft. 
This was the first 


official confirmation of reports cir- 
culated two weeks 
ago 
that 
the 


Turkish nVet hud withdrawn 
from 


the'Dardanelles .straits and was op- 
crating in the Baltic Sea. 


The statement indicated that the 


Bouvet was sunk in the straits. Tbe 
allied fleet opened a heavy fire upon 
the fort, swinging in at close range 
and hurling shells at intervals of 
less than a minute.
